New Theories on the English Origins 


of the John Jackson-Elizabeth Cummins Family 
_ by John M. Jackson 


On August 15-16, 1998, descendants of John Jackson and Elizabeth Cummins will 
gather on grounds that their ancestors claimed from the wilderness of present-day West 
Virginia more than two centuries ago. Here, we will pay homage to our ancestors, share 
knowledge of our family’s history, and renew bonds of kinship with distant cousins. The 
purpose of this special two-day reunion is to commemorate the 250th anniversary of John 
Jackson and Elizabeth Cummins’ arrival in America. Such an occasion seems an 
appropriate time to celebrate the heritage of a clan that has grown as diverse as the 
continent it spans. 


Recent research indicates, however, that we may be celebrating this anniversary 
one year early. In fact, this research throws serious doubts on many of the previous 
assumptions we have held regarding our family’s origin in America. An objective study of 
existing family histories and newly discovered historical documentation suggests that John 
Jackson and Elizabeth Cummins arrived here not as fortune-seekers in 1748, but rather as 
a pair of convicts in 1749: In this article, I would like to present the evidence, explam 
how it came to light,’ why it should’ be Tegarded’ seriously, and, ultimately, what . 
implications it has for our family and its historians. I would also like to explain: why, in the

The mystique surrounding’ this couple's ‘origins illustrates both the attraction’ and. the 
frustration of genealogical research. While the lack of documentation provides ‘us the 


‘opportunity to cloak John and Elizabeth's. origins in romanticism and. myth, it also plagues 


those Jackson-Cummins descendants who wish to. extend their ancestral knowledge to 
Europe... Many have spent untold hours searching through existing accounts. for some 
overlooked clue to John and Elizabeth's ancestries.! A: usefull overview of:these accounts 
appears in Nancy Jackson and Linda Meyers' recent book on Colonel Edward Jackson, but. 
for the purposes of this article a brief summary will suffice. ng. 


Our knowledge of John Jackson's early life is very sketchy. Most researchers 
agree that John was born near Coleraine in Londonderry County, Northern Ireland. Some 
accounts claim that he was born in 1715,7 others, as late as 1719.3 All agree, however, 
that his mother died when John was very young and that he later moved, with his father 
and two brothers, to London. At the age of 10, we are told, John was fortunate enough to 
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be apprenticed into the builder's trade. In 1748, he contracted to build a house for a 
landowner in Maryland and sailed for America* - 


The tales surrounding Elizabeth's immigration are somewhat more complex. Most 
family histories state that Elizabeth was born in London in 1723. By Elizabeth's own 
account--as told years later by her grandson, John George Jackson--she was bom on 
January 8, 1729.5 (The 1729 date seems more likely, when considering that Elizabeth's 
youngest child, Henry, was born in 1774. It would also mean, however, that Elizabeth did 
not live past the age of 100, as tradition holds.) 


According to early biographers,. Elizabeth's father owned land in Ireland and was 
the proprietor of a London public house known as the “Bold Dragoon."€ Here, accounts 
of Elizabeth's life diverge. Some say that her father died and Elizabeth's mother married 
her own brother-in-law.’ Others state that Elizabeth's mother died and her father later 
married a woman that Elizabeth despised. Whichever the case, Elizabeth is said to have 
once lost her temper and thrown a silver tankard at her step-parent before fleeing to 
America.? George W. Jackson (a grandson of John and Elizabeth) gave a somewhat more 
believable account of Elizabeth's emigration from England: 


Elizabeth Cummins and an orphan sister were born in England and raised 

by a maiden aunt; her sister married and emigrated to the city of New. 

York. Elizabeth would have gone with her but was prevailed upon to 
remain by a promise that at her aunt's death she would leave her one 
thousand pounds. [Elizabeth's aunt] died in two or three years. Elizabeth 

++ after obtaining the money sailed for New York, in search: of her. sister. 
., After her arrival and diligent search, ascertained that she, her husband,

_another, and it is not uncommon. for them to be self-contradicting. As a whole, these early

: The problem presented by the Jackson-Cummins immigration is not unusual in 
genealogical research.’ Family historians are often able to easily trace their lineage for 
several generations in America, only to face the intimidating expanse of the Atlantic. once 
they find their immigrant ancestor. The researcher discovers: that’ emigrants, upon.

While searching for clues to our elusive European ties in 1986, I happened upon P. 
William Filby's Passenger and Immigration Lists Index. In this fairly comprehensive index 
of colonial period passenger lists were found references to several John Jacksons, but only 
one who immigrated to America within eight years of 1748. The book lists only one 
Elizabeth Cummins immigrating to America in the eighteenth century. Both of these 
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emigrants left England in 1749, and according to Peter Wilson Coldham's English 
Convicts in Colonial America, both sailed as “His Majesty's Seven-Year Passengers," 
British convicts sentenced to labor in the colonies. 


Although the evidence now seems compelling, I soon abandoned this line of 
research, for no previous genealogist had mentioned it, and the dates of i immigration did 
not exactly dovetail with existing family history. Renewing my search in 1991, however, I 
te-discovered the information and followed the lead. Coldham's work led me to contact 
London's Records Office and Guildhall Library, which generously supplied me with 
information on the Jackson and Cummins cases. 


In mid-January, 1749, a man named John Jackson was brought to Old Bailey, the 
court for the City of London and the County of Middlesex, to stand trial for theft. A 
’ contemporary publication carried a brief summary of the case: 


John Jackson, late of St. Giles's in the fields, was indicted for stealing [4 
yards of gold lace, val. 5 |. - 120 guineas, one 40 L bank note, the 
property of Henry Jackson, Dec. 30. 


Hen. Jackson. On the 30th of Dec. I lost out of a little cupboard 9 
different remnants of gold lace, 170 L in cash; to the best of my knowledge 
there were 120 guineas and the rest Portugal gold, one bank note payable 
to one Lefeavor.

after his Sentencing. Despite - wide variety, of accounts concerning the Jackson- 
Cummins immigration, there is a consensus that John ‘and Elizabeth met on the ship to 
America.’ If these two convicts did sail on the Litchfield together (which has yet to be 
proven), then this is. certainly the most compelling of evidence to link the four people. 


Our family's historians may welcome this evidence as 2 new opportunity, for the 
court records provide us with many further avenues for research.’ Certainly any research 
plan would dictate a search of parish records at St. Catherine Coleman and St. Giles-in- 
the-Fields. We already know that this John Jackson was closely related to Henry Jackson, 
obviously a man of means. Copies of John Jackson's official court record and 
transportation bond would also be. important elements in identifying the couple as our 
ancestors. The London record offices also hold other records that bear examination. In 
short, these two court cases may provide the means for us to finally extend our lineage 
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beyond John and Elizabeth through documented sources. Already this theory has gained 
some legitimacy through the endorsement of James I. Robertson, who used the 
information in his recent definitive biography on "Stonewall" Jackson. 


No doubt some of us will be offended by the suggestion that our progenitors 
arrived here as convicts, but we must place this story within the context of the times. The 
circumstances in which these two people found themselves were by no means unusual in 
1749. A leading authority estimates that as many as 50,000--or roughly one-fourth of the 
total--of the British immigrants to America during the colonial period were transported 
felons.'7 The transportation of convicts to America has been largely overlooked by 
history until recently, however. Many of those transported were illiterate, leaving no 
written record of their passing. And once freed from servitude, they rarely saw a need to 
place the stigma of "ex-convict" on their names. Asa contemporary writer observed: 


Those who survive the term of servitude seldom establish their residence. 
in this country; the stamp of infamy is too strong upon them to be easily 
erased: they either return to Europe, and renew their former practices; or, 
if they have fortunately imbibed habits of honesty and industry, they 
remove to a distant situation, where they may hope to remain unknown, 
and be enabled to pursue with credit every possible method of becoming 
useful members of Society.!8 


Nor did the contracted transporters of these "emigrants in bondage” leave much 
record of their activities, for theirs was not a business that lent itself easily to scrupulous 
behavior. Their business, though unsavory, was sanctioned by the British Parliament in 
1718 with "An Act for Further Preventing Robbery, Burglary and Other Felonies, and for 
the More Effectual Transportation of Felons”... (4 Geo. I, Cap. XI). This act made a 
business venture of purging British prisons and providing a’source of cheap labor to the 
plantations in America and other British colonies by substituting a 7- to 14-year exile-in- 


servitude sentence for many crimes that had formerly been punishable by death. 


*" = One may wonder why, despite’ this new. view of John and Elizabeth's immigration, 
we will be celebrating the 250th anniversary of their immigration in 1998 instead of 1999. 
Though I am personally convinced that the two convicts are indeed our-ancestors, it must 
be remembered that this theory is based solely upon circumstantial evidence--strong 
evidence, but circumstantial nevertheless. Until such time as the transportation theory is 
proven beyond any doubt, we should continue to observe 1748--the date history has given 
us--as the year of John and Elizabeth's voyage to America. The history that has been 
passed down to us and held as truth for two centuries is a precious thing and should not be 
discarded so easily in favor of hastily drawn conclusions. 


Ancestral pride should be based “upon fact, however, not wishful thinking. 
Whatever happened to John and Elizabeth in. England, whatever their reasons for leaving 
London for the New World, it would be impossible to ignore their role in shaping what 
was then considered America's western frontier and later participating in the fight for 
America's independence. The strength that John and Elizabeth instilled in their offspring 
allowed the clan to become a leading force in the development of a new nation. If the 
progenitors of our clan were former convicts, then that makes their later contributions and 
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accomplishments so much more admirable. To overcome forced servitude in a strange 
new land and eventually enjoy the highest status afforded by frontier society would truly 
be an honorable achievement and a testimony to the resiliency of the human spirit.

Randolph Academy was an important educational 
institution in Central. Western Virginia. It was the second higher 
institution of learning in Virginia west of the Alleghenies. It was 
chartered by act of the General Assembly passed December 31, 
1787. The time set for the first meeting of the trustees was the 
second Monday of May 1788 at Morgantown and at that time 
they decided. to “fix upon some healthy and convenient place 
within the county of Ohio, Monongalia, Harrison or Randolph 
for the purpose of erecting the necessary buildings for the said 
academy.” re

Daniel Kincheloe, an early student of this school, was a member of the 
Virginia General Assembly for a number of years and through his efforts the 
Northwestern Turnpike was secured. Colonel Hays afterwards secured the 
Staunton and Parkersburg Turnpike. 


John J. Jackson, Sr. of Parkersburg was educated at the Randolph 
Academy and at the West Point Military Academy. He served with distinction in 
the Seminole War and became a distinguished lawyer. He was an excellent 
orator. 


Philip Cox, another product of this school, lived near Weston for a 
number of years. He afterwards moved into what is now Gilmer County, from 
that county he served in the General Assembly of Virginia.

The knowledge he acquired at the Randolph Academy helped to 
make him a superior instructor. 


John Woofter, another student, was one of the more prominent ministers 
in the Baptist Church in Central West Virginia. He lived near the home of Philip 
Cox and taught in the same community. Under their instruction many ‘young 
men and women prepared themselves for teachers. 


Isaac Morris, a Baptist preacher, was at one time a teacher in the 
Randolph Academy but retired toa farm in Harrison County where he built a 
schoolhouse in. which the. children. of the neighborhood~.and : from::the 
surrounding county: were educated. They almost always boarded with: their 
instructor. The school was open the year round to the advanced ‘pupils. : 


From _ this academy “conducted by Reverend Morris, “the light ‘of 
education was carried to the settlers of the surrounding wilderness by such, 
men as Michael G. Bush of Stonecoal, Lewis County, Daniel R. Helmick, his 
father, Rev. Daniel Helmick and Henry B. Hardman. Reverend Helmick taught a 
number of terms at the Georgetown Schoolhouse in Lewis County. | This 
schoolhouse was a log house with paper windows. The building was used for 
religious purposes as well as for school purposes for a number of years. After 
teaching at Georgetown, Reverend Helmick entered the ministry of the 
Methodist Protestant Church and became one of its able preachers and @ an 
influential member of the West Virginia Conference 


Hardman taught two schools on Big Skin Creek near the present village 
of Vandalia in the years 1829 and 1830. There were nine families that 
composed this school. Six of them were from Skin Creek and three from the 
headwaters of Sand Fork, Hardman was not a regular teacher but proved an 
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efficient and an able instructor. A number of students became occasional 
teachers. sae ; ; 


After Hardman’s school it became necessary to have teachers with a 
better education. Some: of them were Miss Ann Betts, Job McMorrow, 
Augustine Sexton and Hanson Peterson. 


George |. Marsh, a preacher, taught for several sessions on Little Skin 
Creek. One of the most studious of Marsh's students was Hanson M. Peterson 
who became a very good teacher. While he was teaching, George H. Damiron, 
once a Professor in the University of Virginia taught-in an adjoining 
neighborhood to the one in which Peterson was teaching. He gave Peterson 
instruction in geometry and trigonometry. 


Michael G. Bush, a pupil of Reverend Morris, first taught on Stonecoal, 
then married and moved to the West Fork River near what is now the village of 
Roanoke, Lewis County. He built a saw and gristmill and taught several 
sessions of school near his home. Two of his pupils who became prominent in 
school work were-George J. and William E. Arnold, who after teaching in that 
neighborhood for one or two terms spent some time at Rev. Isaac Morris's 
school, then returned to their home in Collins Settlement District and taught 
advanced schools during the winter. 


William-E. Arnold. afterwards studied at Rector College at Pruntytown, 
Taylor County. He was probably the most thorough grammarian who ever 
taught a pioneer school in Lewis County. a Se 


George J. Arnold, after teaching at various places in the County of Lewis 
taught his last school in: the town of Weston in 1842 where he had several 
pupils who afterwards made. successful. and efficient teachers in their own 
respective neighborhoods. He then studied law.and located at. Weston:-::

Another student of the academy, Gideon Draper Camden, of Collins 
Settlement District, became judge of the Circuit Court and held that office until 
the Civil War. He was prominent in official life in the Confederacy. Sages 


Randolph Academy did not confine its teachings to the classroom alone. 
It was the custom to send out to the neighborhood, upon request, copies of 
penmanship in order that the art of writing might be cultivated as extensively 
as possible.

The place Randolph Academy filled in the history of West Virginia 
deserves greater notice.

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THE ‘GREAT DEPRESSION 


“by Shorty Berthy 


In 1920 buses was good, Herbert Hoover was president and he believed that 
government should not interfere with business. The big -financial people began to buy 
stocks and it was wonderful how easy it was to buy on margin---which was “buy now and 
pay later.” All the big men on wall street, as well as the bankers and ordinary citizens, 
kept buying and bats and the’ stock kept going up and ee When the time came to pay 
up, they could not do it. . 


On October 24, 1929, the ate ‘market closed. Homes, cars, savings accounts, 
. fortunes’and even lives were swept away on the wave of disaster. Millions, of course, had 
not played the market. At first, they were smug, but soon found that the disaster affected 
everyone. Banks failed, businesses and factories closed, professional men, college 
graduates and lawyers were to stand in long lines before the free soup kitchens and 
Salvation Army centers. 


When people panicked ‘and hea to take rh money out of the beni: this 
resulted in the banks having to close. Hill Stump managed the Adrian-Buckhannon Bank 
in Adrian. Mr. Greén‘told‘bim that as long as the people took money out, he would put 
money back in the bank. Consequently, that was the only bank in West Virginia that did 
not close.:. Later the bank moved to Buckhannon. and Hill Stump was president of that 
bank until he died many years later. 


The years following were known as The Great Deppatdion There were a lot of 
sad scenes through: the next ten years: people selling apples for pennies on street corners, 

people standing in long soup lines and People i at soe that nee too eae but it 
was all they could do. 


' Large farmers Were among those that pepeas cet the worst of hard times...getting 

5 cents a pound for cotton and 5 cents a pound for hogs. Many could not hold onto their 

“land so they packed" up’ their belongings and’ went’ west looking’ for work. “They became 

migrant workers picking crops in season and moving on.. They earned as little as $40.00 a 

“month, but it was sométhing and they had nothing. Children did not go to’ ‘school because 
they had no clothes and had to move often with their families. 


a You heard about ‘the Hoovervilles. in those days. * That was the name given to 
communities that had sprung up around the country composed of homeless people living 
in cardboard and tarpaper shacks. Those communities were named for President Hoover 
who was blamed for the Depression. 


- Meat was 20 cents a pound; butter or cheese, 25 cents:a pound; sotalees 2 cents. 
- We ate a lot of potatoes at our house! A woman’s cot coat: was $6.98 and a wool dress 
was $1.98. Shoes-were $1.95. : 


I paid $500.00 for a 1930 Ford convertible with rumblé seat. A tire cost $6.25. 
For awhile gas went down to 18 cents a gallon. 


In small towns, people fared a little better. Many had gardens, raised chickens and 
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canned both vegetables and meat. I have a friend here who still cans apples from her tree 
each year. Mason jars were costly and scarce. You stood in line to get them. When I 
moved to Florida about 50 years later, I left 600 mason jars in the attic. I remember 
canning fruit with saccharin because I could not get sugar. My father had a lot of fruit 
trees so I canned a lot. However, our main food was potatoes! Many people were much 
worse off than we were. Mush and milk was one thing many survived on. They ate it for 
supper and fried it for breakfast. It was made from meal and water. The government had 
one program where they gave out free food to poor people. It was commodities...cheese, 
rice, flour and meal. I knew one family where the father was out of work but had too 
much pride to go stand in line for commodities. The old grandfather of the family said he 
would not let his children starve, so he stood in line! 


Many banks foreclosed on homes because people could not pay their mortgages. I 
remember a house on 3rd Street that was for sale for $3,000.00...a lovely three-story 
house. 


More than one family used cardboard to line their shoes because they could not 
afford to buy new ones. 


HOBOES 


During these years, many of the homeless traveled from town to town hoping to 
find work. Many roads were not paved, so their way of travel was by train. They would 
climb into a boxcar or sometimes on top of it and then drop off at the next small town. 
They would ask for work to get a meal. People were poor, but the ones who could, 
would give them a meal even if they could not hire them to do chores. One such man 


aed to work for 2 cans of food. 


‘ ‘There was very little crime in our area, Sometimes : you would miss a pair of pants 
from the clothesline because a man needed them and just took them. There was a rumor 
that the hoboes left signals that this is a ‘good house, but no one ever found the signs. 


Sometimes the hoboes would get together to camp and cook their canned food. 


When Franklin Delano Roosevelt became president, the entire country was eared 
All the banks had closed and there seemed no hope. 


In his inaugural address, March 4, 1933, he said, “J see a nation ill-clothed, ill- 
housed and poorly fed.” Within minutes after his inauguration, he had called Congress 
into special session. They passed his emergency banking bill which stabilized banking and 
the banks reopened. Congress passed 15 new bills. F.D.R. called it the New Deal. 
Among the bills was the NRA (National Recovery Act) which regulated wages, working 
hours and indirectly, prices. Another bill was the WPA (Works Progress Administration). 
It provided jobs for two million workers. People were put to work on projects such as 
slum clearance, flood control, rural electrification and the COnseucon of | schools, 
hospitals, post offices and other government buildings. ‘ 


The CCC Camps (Civilian Conservation Corps) was one of the most important 
programs of the New Deal of 1933. It took young men off the streets and the poverty- 
ridden farms and put them into camps where they built trails and bridges through the 
National Forests and through the National and State Parks. They built cabins, fishponds 
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and fire breaks and protected the wild game. They planted 200 million trees. They earned 
$30.00 per month, $25.00 of which was sent home to their families. They said there was 
not much to spend money on anyway. The CCC Camps were run jointly by the U.S. 
Army and the Forest Service. : 


There are 5 camps in West Virginia that hold reunions each year. Camp 
Woodbine, near Richwood, holds their reunion in August. 


The President’s wife, Eleanor Roosevelt, was the most active First Lady the 
country had ever known. A tireless worker, she visited hospitals and schools being built 
by the New Deal funds. She heard about. Scott’s Run, a string of impoverished coal 
towns. People were starving and living in indescribable squalor. She came and visited the 
families and returned to Washington to tell the President that something had to be 
done...now! The government purchased 1200 acres. The unemployed miners built 
houses, a school and a community building. Arthurdale, the first New Deal homestead 
project was completed in 1934; 165 families moved into Arthurdale. 


Mrs. Roosevelt visited there often. President Roosevelt addressed the graduating 
class. 


President Roosevelt was re-elected in 1936. The country sang “ Happy Days Are 
Here Again” even though the Great Depression was not over yet. At least things were 
better and people had hope and faith in their future. 


The Thirties and Forties were also filled with strikes and bloody battles between 
labor and management. By the end of the next decade, John L. Lewis had led the workers 
into an era of fairly peacefiul negotiations. 


Hitler invaded Poland and two years later we entered World War ql, saticlh 
gradually brought an end to the Great Depression because there was work for everyone. 
But the hardships were not over. You could not buy anything. Food and clothing were 
rationed. Once again people stood in long lines even if they had money to buy. One older 
man said, “We did not know how poor we were. Young props have no idea how things 


‘were in the Thirties and I hope they never do!” :

THE VILLAGE STORE 


The Village Store and Grist Mill (to follow) pied an important part in 
the life of the community. These were located in Berlin, on 1 Hacker's Creek, 
about two miles from where we lived. There were 
two stores, one owned by Edwin Swisher and the 
other by Bascom Morrison. We generally patronized 
the Morrison store in which the Post Office was 
located. The children considered it a treat to be 
allowed to go to the store with father and mother, 
which was usually about once a week. The 
Storekeeper was a genial “cuss” and after the 
shopping. was done he would often sell himself to * 
the children by giving them a stick of candy or a few 
crackers out of the cracker barrel. No one but a kid 
living far out in the country and seldom seeing 
anything except what was grown on the farm can 
have any idea of how important these things seemed 
in our young lives. 

The shelves were packed with jars of striped stick 
candy, the cracker barrel, the barrel of brown sugar, 
big bolts of calico and gingham on the shelves, boots and: shoes. cutlery, 

hardware, some farm implements such as shovels, hoes, scythes, rakes, etc: 

such.was kept in a general store. ~ 

We: had little cash money and most of our business was by trade or 
barter. We would skimp ourselves at home in order to have butter, eggs, the 
finest frying chickens, garden truck and even the choice hams from our hog- 
killings to exchange for sugar, coffee, spices, calico, eae and shoes and other 
things we could not raise on the farm. 

_ While this was the generally accepted and saly way by which the things 
could be obtained, the consumers were somewhat at a disadvantage because 7 
the store-keeper fixed the prices he would pay you for your produce and also 
the price he charged for what he exchanged to you: P 

Notwithstanding this practice, | do not remember any particular 
dissatisfaction with. the arrangement and prices were kept at a reasonable 
balance and did not fluctuate from week to week like they do at the present 
time. The prevailing prices as quoted by Gaston, W. Va., General Store about 
1884 and 1885 were: Butter .10, Eggs .10, Bacon .07 or .08, Arbucle Coffee 
.125, Green Coffee .08 or .09, Sugar 4 and a quarter cents, Gingham .10, Calico 
-07 or .08, Flour 25 pounds for .45; Potatoes .40 per bu., Chestnuts .01 per 
pound; Hams 110 or 112, Nancy Tobacco, Cut plug, 12 inches long .24; Young . 
Chickens .05 per pound; Old Roosters - at your own price. In the fall you could ( ; 
scarcely give them away.. d ; : . : 
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Sometimes if he had a surplus of the things you offered for exchange, 
he would not deal with you and you could try some other store or try to sell to 
some of the native villagers. If unable to do this, we were compelled to carry 
our produce back home.

THE OLD GRIST MibL 


Not the least interesting and important in the community life was the 
Old Grist Mill owned and operated by Perry G. Hinzman. This, at first was an 
old “Burr Mill” which ground flour and corn meal between two larger round 
stones or burr, one set over the other and revolved rapidly by steam power. 
This was later changed to a bolter or regular flourmill, which separated the 
bran and so called “Shorts” from the flour. The bran was used as mash for the 
chickens or mixed with salt at salting time for any stock we might have. The 
shorts were used for making pancakes. This service was also by barter, the 
miller taking one gallon from each bushel of wheat or corn that was milled. 

It was a coveted trip for a country boy to go to mill. Sometimes father 
would take the road wagon or if in winter, the sled and take enough grain to 
last a month or two. A trip like this would take most of the day, depending on 
how many were ahead of you. The rule was, first come first served, and it was 
here that the expression “Take it by turn” probably originated. 

At other times when the farm work was pressing, we would put about 
two bushels of grain in a sack, throw it across the saddle, (sit?) on top of it and 
go to mill. This was rather a difficult feat as sometimes it was not evenly 
balanced and if the horse should shy at a calf or some rustlings in a fence 
corner, the load might slide off and drop to the ground. This was rare but did 
happen occasionally and as a boy could not put it back on the horse, all he 
could do was wait for some neighbor to come along and replace it for him. 

It was a delight to a boy to see and hear the buzzing and rumbling of 
the mill in operation; see the miller empty the grain into the hopper and watch 
the flour trickle from a small chute some distance away. Then to see the 
stationary engine in the engine room with its steam gauge, firebox and other 

' gadgets, including the steam whistle and the big fly wheel which revolved so 
rapidly that it seemed almost stationary, that only a boy raised under primitive 
conditions could understand. ee areca ; 

Then too, the fact that he was big enough to go to mill by himself gave 
him a feeling of importance, to say nothing of the fact that he was relieved 
from working out in the field with the other boys while he was away. For this, 
at times, became quite nervous. : mepera :

While we were waiting for the grist to be ground, we would frequently 
hike up the creek a little way and try fishing awhile by which we were 
sometimes rewarded with a few chubs or “shiners” as they were called though 
seldom anything worth taking home. 
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The Blacksmith Shop, just across the road from the mill, was run by “Jim” 
Boram, a big burly man who delighted in teasing and tormenting the boys. 
One day he saw me talking and playing with the miller’s daughter and he 
“kidded” me so much about it that | was quite peeved. 

Nevertheless, the big bellows he operated with a lever, the flaming 
forge with sparks flying, the glowing iron that he would twist and mould into 
most any shape he chose to make it, are memories that will last until the end, 
and which | do not want to forget. : 

It was fascinating to watch him mold the horse-shoes into shape, dash 
them into a tub of water to cool and take them out which still steaming and 
nail them on the horses hoofs before, it seemed, they had cooled off.

THE TANNERY 


This was operated by “Bill” W. O. Swisher and located not very far from 
the mill and store, in fact, hardly far enough for if there ever was a more 
offensive smell connected with anything, it is yet to be discovered. 

Large stacks of tan-bark, the reeking vats out in the open where the 
hides were covered with a solution to remove the hair and toughen them up 
for the process that was to follow. In the finishing room there were large slabs 
of leather, large enough to cover a cow, polished, pliable and with a different, 
though still unpleasant odor, ready to be made into boots and shoes and 


‘leather goods of all descriptions. There were other small pelts, such as foxes, 


skunks, muskrats, raccoons and such that were cured and tanned and used for 
various purposes.: > , : ra RET 
There were no. other factories.or machine operated plants, within my 
knowledge, in the vicinity where | was raised, until | was almost of age.

‘Being located back in the hills, at the head of a hollow. where the 


‘streams originated, with no near neighbors and being so busy with the matter 


of making a living, as far as diversion is concerned there wasn’t any, except 
what we could make ourselves. Eight or nine growing boys and girls could stir 
up a commotion most any time if given the opportunity. . 

There was no water deep enough, consequently none of us boys ever 
learned to swim. We were not allowed to play ball, pitch horseshoes, play 
croquet or play most of the games children engage in, on Sunday, and there 
wasn’t much left to do. There was few toys to play with or books to read and 
this partly accounts, | suppose, for our willingness to go to church. 

Father allowed us a half a day a time or two a year to go fishing. One of 
his exhortations was to hurry and get spring crops in and if we worked good 
we could go fishing. We had to walk about two miles to Hacker's Creek below 
Berlin, and if it were a nice day, we’d sometimes get a few chub, sunfish, 
suckers, and maybe a bass if we were lucky. 
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The wheat crop was supposed to be in shock by July 4th. We 
sometimes worked late at night to get the job finished. The celebration was in 
the “Uncle George Lawson” grove at Berlin, and everybody for miles around 
came, bringing their picnic dinners with them. 

There was usually a brass band, public speaking, etc: and a stand where 
they sold lemonade, ice cream and watermelon. How our eyes would “pop” 
when we'd get a whiff of these things which we rarely ever saw more then 
once a year. If father had the price we’d usually get a glass of lemonade or a 
dish of ice cream and maybe he would buy a whole watermelon for the family 
and there would be a scramble to see who could get the most. 

Ps Here again was the “Nectar of the Gods” that must be acquired under 
: these circumstances to be really appreciated. 

Christmas was a big event and anxiously looked forward to from one 
acd year’s end until the next. It seemed ages from one Christmas to the next. Of 
course, we’d hang up our stockings and were admonished to be good and go 
to bed early or “Santa” wouldn’t come.

Morgantown, West Virginia has celebrity as the home of a great 


-university. It has many additional advantages and cause for civic pride, and 


not the least of these is that it is the chosen home of professional men of 
marked ability and countrywide reputation. Among these valued citizens no 
one enjoys greater confidence or personal esteem than Carl Reger, architect, 
who during the past six years has contributed greatly to the material 
improvement and general attractiveness of ail parts of Morgantown and 
throughout West Virginia. His artistic designs appear in business structures in 
combinations making for utility also, in church edifices, hotels, apartment 
houses, schoolhouses. and magnificent private residences. 


Mr. Reger | is a native of West Virginia and is descended direct and 
collaterally from old Colonial families of what is now, West Virginia. The 
original American. settler of this branch of the Reger family was Jacob Reger, 
who was born in Holland in. about 1733. He crossed the Atlantic Ocean to this 
country in about.1.765, accompanied by his wife and their older children. He 
settled in the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia, later removed to the South Branch 
of the Potomac River in what is now West Virginia, and in 1782, following the 
close of the Revolutionary war, he settled near what is now the town of Volga 
in Barbour County, West Virginia, where he’ died. His’ children bore these 
names: ‘Anthony, Jacob,. ‘Philip, John, Abram, Isaac, Elizabeth, Barbara, 


eae Reger, son: of Jacob and great- senarather! of the 
generation, was born on the South Branch of the Potomac River, August 19, 
1782, settled on Hacker's Creek in Upshur County and spent his life there. He 
married Mary Magdalena Brake, daughter of Jacob Brake, who was. known in 
Virginia as “the captive." During an Indian raid in his childhood, he was 
captured by the savages and taken with them to near what is now the City of 
Detroit, Michigan, where he was detained for eleven years and then was 
returned to his parents. The children of Isaac Reger and his wife were seven 
in number: Ruth, Rebecca, Philip,.Lydia, Elizabeth, David B. and Maria. 


David B. Reger, of the above family, was born in Barbour County in 


1822, and with his father moved to Hacker's Creek in Upshur County in 1830, 
and died on his farm there in April 1906. His wife's name was Elizabeth Neely, 
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and she was born near Morgantown in 1824, and died June 5, 1904. Their 
children were: Marion D., Joseph S., Isaac S., Mary and Angela. 


Joseph S. Reger, son of David B. and father of Carl Reger, was born on 
the old family homestead in Upshur County, August 12, 1847, and grew up on 
the farm. He had educational privileges, attended French Creek Academy, and 
afterward taught school for a number of years, although farming was his main 
occupation. He was prominent in republican politics in Upshur County, served 
two terms as county superintendent of schools, served as a member of the 
County Court and also on the State Board of Agriculture. He was a member 
and liberal supporter of the Methodist Episcopal Church. In his death on July 
31, 1914, his community fost a man of great worth. On June 6, 1872, he 
married Miss Sirene Bunten, who was born at Sago in Upshur County, April 11, 
1847, and died May 29, 1912. She was a daughter of James and Fanny 
(Morgan) Bunten, the former of whom had come to Virginia from Dunbarton, 
New Hampshire. The maternal grandparents of Carl Reger were Zedekiah and 
Rebecca (Watson) Morgan, the former of whom was born in Connecticut, 
March 8, 1744, and died at Sago, Upshur County, October 12, 1822. His 
second wife, Rebecca Watson, was born at Boston, Massachusetts, and died at 
Sago, Upshur County, May.20, 1846. Zedekiah Morgan was a descendant, four 
generations removed, from James Morgan, who came from Wales in 1636, 
settling near what is now Gloucester, Massachusetts. His branch of the family 
in New England and the Morgantown Morgans unite in Wales with a common 
ancestor, Sir John Morgan. 


Carl Reger was born on the home farm near Buckhannon in Upshur 
County, West Virginia, October 2, 1878. After attending the common schools 
he took a preparatory course in the West Virginia Conference Seminary, now 
the West Virginia Wesleyan College. His tastes and talents led’ to’ an’ early 
interest in architecture, and before completing his education, as proposed, he 
had experience in the offices of several architects, following which he entered 
upon the study of architecture in the University of Pennsylvania, but did not 
remain to complete his course because of trouble with his eyes. “In'1905 he 
gave them a needed rest and in the: following year went to. e _Angeles, 
: California. 


In the western city Mr. Teegee found ready opportunity Sid appreciation 
of his talent as an architect and there received a certificate enabling him to 
practice architecture in that state. During the nine years he resided there he 
built up an enviable reputation in his profession, and some of the most 
imposing structures of that city of today stand as testimonials to his artistic 
conceptions and architectural knowledge. While there he had charge, as 
architects superintendent and chief engineer in charge of construction, of the 
erection of some of the largest and most modern business blocks on the 
Pacific Coast. 


In 1915 Mr. Reger returned to his native state and on August 1st of that 
year establishing himself professionally at Morgantown, securing two small 
rooms in the West Virginia Utilities Building, but his quarters soon became 
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entirely inadequate, and at the present time his offices and busy employee 
occupy the entire floor of that building.. He is not only the leading architect at 
Morgantown but his talents. have also been engaged in other sections of the 
state. He was the designer of the greatly admired Sales and Service Building of 
the Central Automobile Corporation at Clarksburg, made the plans for the big 
fire-proof hotel now under way that will be great improvement to Shinnston, 
West Virginia, and has many other contracts under way. He is secretary of the 
West Virginia State Society of Architects’, and was the West Virginia delegate to 
the 1921 convention of the American Institute of Architects held at 
Washington, D. C. 


On September 26, 1909, Mr. Reger married Miss Lura L. Law, who was 
born in Ritchie County, West Virginia, and is a'daughter of Martin L. Law. Mr. 
‘and Mrs. Reger have three children: Ruth L., born May 15, 1913; Catherine, 
born April 24, 1917; and Carl Robert born May 23, 1921. Mr. and Mrs. Reger 
are members of the First Methodist Episcopal Church at Morgantown, in which 
he is a.steward. He has long been deeply interested in Sunday school work, 
and is a member of the State Executive Committee of the West Virginia Sunday 
School Association and is secretary of the Monongalia County Sunday School 
Association. He is an active citizen in all that concerns the real welfare of 
Morgantown, but the political field has not attracted him. He belongs to the 


Morgantown Rotary Club.
